Company does make decisions on rules for the games they produce. How- 
ever # they have "been known (understatement/)' to give- opposite or con- 
flicting interpreations at Different times or to different people. I 
have run into this problem several times dealing with blitzkrieg rules, 
I now make it a part of the routine tc discuss rules as the opening moves 
are made, not to determine what or who is correct, but to find a common 
ground so that play is not interrupted or plans scuttled because of 
conflicting rule interpretations. In games v.l th very complex rules, 
like blitzkrieg, I play very few games under tl.e same rule interpretation, 
.Hoac/ever , I ~pl -y no games in when there is a difference of opinion on 
rules, or atl^ast a convention that suits both parties. 

"Trie same method for dealing y/i tli rules open to varying inter- 
pretation can apply in Diplomacy. If the g-.-mssnacters would periodically 
outline their views on the h'.nown rule problems, plwyers would be aware 
of which way their particular gamesmaster is likely to go in any 
given situation and all would be sweetness ana light (v/ell, maybe) .
